BERLIN, March 9.—Emperor William died at 
8:30 O clock this morning. 

THE DEATH-BED 8CENES. 

Eye- witnesses of the scenes at the death of 
the Emperor state that during the last few 
hours of his life he suffered no pain. Shortly 
after 8 o’clock all the members of the family 
staying at the palace, the court dignitaries, 
generals and ministers of state were sum- 
moned to the chamber in which the Emperor 
lay dying. The Emperor was in a half-sitting 
position on a camp bedstead. All the members 
of the royal family took places at the bed- 
side. The room was crowged. Prince W- 
iam stood nearest the Emperor, half bending 
over the couch. He earnestly watched the 
face of the dying monarch until he expired. 

THE EMPEROR’S DYING WORDS. 

The Emperor died holding the Empress’ 
hand. He had been in a stupor since 
8 o’clock. He was delirious for a brief 
period at 5 o’clock, during which he 
is reported to have exclaimed: *‘I am a man 
of peace, but if Russia forces me to war I 
shall faithfully side with my ally, Austria. 


THE DEATH CHAMBER. 
The Emperor’s remains lie covered with a 
white cloth on the bedstead on which he died 
in the Imperial chamber. The body is sur- 
rounded with candles. The expression of the 
face is extremely peaceful and placid. 
DIVINE SERVICES IN THE MORTUARY CHAMBER. 
The members of the 1 family left the 
palace at 10 o’clock. Divine services will be 
held in the mortuary chamber to-night. The 
Cathedral choir will perform the choral parts 
in the service. 
WILL BE BURIED AT CHARLOTTENBOURG. 
The Emperor willbe buried in the mauso- 
leum at Charlottenburg. 
ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE EMPEROR’S DEATH. 
The death of the Emperor was announced to 
the populace by the lowering to half-mast the 
standard over the palace. Flags at half-mast 
are displayed on all publio buildings. An im- 
mense concourse of people is gathered outside 
the palace. The multitude is silent and sor- 
rowful. 
THE MINISTER OF STATE’S PROCLAMATION. 
The Staats Anzieger publishes the following 
proclamation; ‘‘It has pleased God to call His 
Majesty, the Emperor and King, our most 
gracious master, from life, after a short ill- 
ness, and afterarichly blessed reign. The 
whole nation mourns with the royal house 
the decease of the deeply beloved and vener- 
able monarch whose wisdom has ruled so long 
and gloriously over its fortunes in war and in 
peace.

THE EMPEROR’S LAST OFFICIAL ORDER. 

When Prince Bismarck entered the Reichstag 
at 12:36 o’clock this afternoon he deposited 
the Imperial order closing the session. The 
order was the last official document signed by 
the late Emperor. Prince Bismarck informed 
the Reichstag that Emperor Frederick will 
leave San Remo to-morrow, and that he will 
arrive in Berlin in due course of time. The 
House received the communication with evi- 
dent satisfaction, the moreso because Herr 
Von Puttkamer, in announcing the death of 
Emperor William to the Lower House of Diet, 
had not alluded to the new Emperor. This 
omission had created a painful impression. 

ADJOURNMENT OF THE REICHSTAG. 

Prince Bismarck declared that from what he 
had observed during the last few days Kmpe- 
ror William had found consolationin these 
trying hours in the sympathy the whole world 
showed in the sufferings of his son, and in his 
consciousness of the consolidation of nation- 
al, unity which found expression in the unan- 
imous passage of the military bill. The 
Reichstag then adjourned for an indefinite 
period. 

Afterthe adjournment Prince Bismarck de- 
scended from the elevated seats occupied by 
the members of the Bundesrath into the body 
of the House and greeted Count Von Moltke. 
The members crowded around him as he 
showed the order dissolving the Reichstag, all 
being anxious to see the last signature of the 
Emperor.

SAN REMO, March 9.—The Crown Prince and 
Princess of Germany will leave San Remo im- 
mediately for Berlin.

THE NEW EMPEROR TRANQUIL. 

Emperor Frederick III. was greatly dis- 
turbed on hearing the news of his father’s 
death, but is now much more tranquil.

His wife received many ladies 
and gentlemen who have been in Frederick’s 
service, and who called to express their sym- 
pathy.

SOUNDED THE DEATH KNELL. 


How the News of the Emperor’s Death Was 
Received in England. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonvDoN, March 9.—The Emperor of Germany 
is really dead at last. He expired this morning 
at 8:30. The royal families of England and 
Germany are so closely allied by marriage that 
itis no wonder the news makes a deep im- 
pression here, and the people naturally sym- 
pathize with the actors in this melancholy 
tragedy—the Emperor, ful] of years and hon- 
ors, struggling with death to the last, and his 
son and natural successor, himself in a preca- 
rious condition in a foreign land, unable to be 
at his side. There was quite a scene of ex- 
citement last night In the streets of Lon- 
don when placards in large type and 
special issues of the evening papers were ex 
hibited announcing the decease of the Kaiser. 
The news proved untrue, and originated in 
the rivalry of the Berlin papers, each anxious 
to be the first, so that tne Councilors of State 
and members of the royal family coming from 
the palace justasa slight improvement had 
taken place were confronted with the news of 
his death. In many cities in England

and some church bells played the Dead March 
from Saul. Even the Government fully be- 
lieved the sad event had really happened, 
Lord Salisbury in the course of the evening 
receiving a telegram to this effect. There 
was an unusually large attendance in the 
House of Commons in the hope of hearing the 
tidings, and the message to Salisbury was 
shown tothe members by Mr. Smith. Soon 
after, however, the Reuter Agency, who had 
sent the message from Berlin on the faith of 
the statements of the German papers, sent 
round contradictions. The opportunity was 
too good, however, to be lost by the news- 
boys, who continued to make night hideous 
with their cries until a late hour. 


IN LONDON. 


The English Court Officially Notified—Her 
Majesty’s Sorrow. 5 


Loxvpox, March 9.— Queen Victoria and the 
Prince of Wales were informed of the death of 
the Emperor at 9:30 o’clock this morning. 
The news reached the clubs before the mem- 

bers assembled. Special messengers informed 
the Ministers, the Prince of Wales, the foreign 
ambassadors, various members of the House 
of Lords, and persons prominent in political 
circles. 

The excitement of yesterday has been re- 
newed, and the German Embassy is be- 
seiged by callers. In consequence of yester- 
day evening’s conflicting rumors the definite 
news of the Emperor’s death was at first 
received cautiously. The flags on the public 
buildings were placed at half-mast, and the 
notice of the Emperor’s decease was posted 
on the bulletin boards of the newspapers. 

THE QUEBEN’S MESSAGE. 

Flags are at half-mast generally throughout 
England on account of the death of Emperor 
William. At 11:150’clock this morning Frince 
Henry of Battenberg conveyed a message 
from the Queen to Count von Hatzfelat, the 
German Ambassador, expressing Her Ma- 
jesty’s sorrow at the Emperor’s death. The 
balis which were to have been held at Dublin 
Castile to-night and on St. Patrick's Day have 
been postponed.

Southwestern Rates—General Manager Pot- 
ter Dead—General News. 


The railroads operating in Kansas and 
Southwest Missouri are not at all satisfied 
with the condition of rates in that territery, 
which is the indirect result of the rate-cutting 
in the Northwest. A meeting was held at 
the Southern Hotel to-day for the purpose 


of arriving atsome agreement by which the 
rates may be improved until the final settle- 
ment of the entire difficulty may be reached at 
Chicago it it is to be reached at all. The roads 
represented are the Fort Scott & Gulf, the 
Southern Kansas, the Atchison and the Frisco. 
There was a long discussion of the subject dur- 
ing the morning, and an adjournment was 
taken until 8 o’ clock this afternoon. 
‘*There is a prospect,’’ sald one of the offi- 
Clals, that we shall be able to modify the 
resent demoralized state of the rates in that 
errito All we are trying to do is to save 
something from the wreck and to advance the 
rates enough to keep from losing 
too much money until some nal 
conclusion is arrived at. The rates now are 
worse than cut halfintwo and we shall only 
try to add something to them and modify 
their present ruinous tendency. It looks now 
as if we would succeed, although nothing as 
yet has been decided upon. 


* Elated Ticket Scalpers. 


The ticket scalpers are elated over a piece of 
news from Virginia to the effect that the State 
Senate had adjourned without taking any ac- 
tion on bill 229, entitled an act to prevent 
frauds on  travelers.’’ This is the bill 
aimed at the scalping business about which 
so much has been said recently. It was re- 
garded as the entering wedg@of a general at- 
tempt to legislate the railroad ticket broker 
business out of existence. 


The Northwest Troubles. 


CuiIcaGo, III., March 9.—The committee of 
Western, Northwestern and Southwestern 
roads submitted its report on the reorganiza 
tion of old associations and the means for 


settling the present 2 war at a meeting 
of the managers of the Western and North- 
western lines. There was a majority and 
minority report. The minority objected to 
only three or four sections of the proposed 
agreement, the main one being the proposition 
to invest the committee of control with arbi- 
trary powers regarding changes in rates and to 
allew the Board to indemnify any road for 
not meeting cut rates made by outside 
lines, the amount of indemni to be as- 
sessed upon the various lines the Asso- 
clation benefited by the action. The entire 
day was consumed in canvassing those por- 
tions of the report upon which the com- 
mittee was unanimous. Those sections 
about which there was a difference of opinion, 
and upon which a minority report was sub- 
mitted, will discussed at a meeting to- 
day. The prevailing opinion is that the 
meeting will fall of its object.

TICKET STEALING. 
A SENSATIONAL STORY ANDTHE QUEER DE- 
VELOPMENTS IT BROUGHT OUT. 


Detective Furlong Tells How a Gold-Specta- 
cled Stranger Tried to Victimize the Brok- 
ers—Mr. Bagley Laughs at Furlong’s Story 
The Brokers Give Their Version of the 
Matter—Three Widely Divergent Tales. 


The ways of the Missouri Pacific Secret Serv- 
ice are passing strange, and its officers have 
perhaps never been guilty of anything 
stranger than the handling of a peculiar case 
of alleged ticket thieving that has just tran- 
spired. The whole affair is either a tempest 
in a téa-pot, and unworthy of ex- 
tended notice,as Mr. Furlong insisted toa 
POST-DISPATCH reporter, or there is something 
of a sensational nature back of thé contra- 
dictory steries told by the parties 
chiefly concerned. One thing, however, 
is certain, which is that yesterday 
Cnief Furlong was sent for from tbe Missouri 
Pacific ticket office to examine aman who for 
ten days past has been offering local tickets of 
the Iron Mountain Ratlroad at a reduced rate 
to the various ticket brokers about town. 
According to the storv generally 
told, the holder of the tickets sold eleven a 
few days ago to Ticket Broker H. A. Guinz- 
burg, which were afterwards ro- 
deemed by Mr. Furlong. The man selling 
them is describedas young and dark, wearing 


gold-rimmed spectacles. Yesterday this man 
entered the office of Mulford & McKenzie, the 
Fourth street tieket brokers, and offered to 
sell them two Iron Monntain tickets, read- 
ing respectively from Hope and Pres- 
cott, Ark., and valued the one at 
$13.25 and the other at $13.75. Thomas O'Neill, 
who is in charge of the office, refused to pur- 
chase, and stepping next door notified 
City Passenger-Agent Griffin of the 
Missouri Pacific of the circumstance, 
whereupon Mr. Griffin sent word to Chief Fur- 
oy that he was wanted atonce. The Chief 
0 e Secret Service was not long in arriving,

was learned from him this morning by the 
reporter, to whom he said: ‘‘I have been 
watching this matter for ten days and did not 
want the papers to mention it just now, as 1 
have not yet succeeded in arresting the 
— man. When I arrived at the Missouri 

acific ticket office —— I found the fel- 
low who had been endeavoring to dispose of 
the tickets and asked him point blank 
where he had obtained them. He 
told me and I am now looking 
for the thief, who is to the best of my belief a 
oung manfdischarged from the office of the 
issouri Pacifle ticket office about two 
weeks ago. He. is a clever one, 
for the tickets were old ones 
that had been turned intothe office by con- 
ductors. Tomake them appear all right he 
had cut pleces of card-boardto maten from 
other unched tickets and with a 
blow o a hammer had plugged 
holes of the coupons offered for 
sale so cleverly that the cheat could not be de- 
tected, the ruse deceiving the ticket brokers 
themselves. The man who 
endeavoring to dispose 
found quite innocent, and 
he had told his story, I did not attempt to 
shadow him, but let him go his way. There 
are but thirteen stolen tickets altogether, and 
these are now all in my hands. Eleven of 
them were purchased by Mr. Guintburg and 
these I redeemed.’’ 


MR. BAGLEY, 

head of the ticket department in the Auditor’s 
office of the Missouri Pacific, told a very dif- 
ferent story. ‘‘Bah!’’ he said, ‘‘there has 
been no man discharged from this office for 
months, and it would be quite impossible for 
any employe to abstract any punched tickets 
from this office, even if he wanted.“ 
The manner in which the tickets were turned 
in by conductors was explained to the re- 
porter, who learned that after every safe- 
guard had been used in their handling, such 
as patent keys and tbe like, the whole lot was 
burned at the end of every few months. 

It would be impossible to plug the noles 
successfully, anyhow,’’ continu Mr. Bag- 
ley. Mr. Furlongis working on something 


he doesnot care to tell you of,and he is 


simply misleading you.’’ 

The brokers all own that the tickets 
were not plugged, and that it would 
be quite impossible to deceive them 
b any such clumsy method, which 
had often been tried. One broker is 
inclined to view the matter in a sensational 
light, 8 that the whole thing is a 
scheme of the Gould System to bring odium 
on them and have them suppressed through an 
amendment to the interstate law. ‘‘l was 
offered tbirty-five other tickets two or three 
weeks back, he went on, reading from St. 
Louis to OCincinnatil over the 0. M., but 
wouldn’t buy them, suspecting something 
crooked, and though I notified the ratiroad 
people they have taken no action. The Gould 
system and the Pennsylvania want to exter- 
minate us, and I have every reason to believe 
that they have been attempting for some time 
past to manufacture testimony for our sup- 
pression.’’ 

The man who was examined by Chief Fur- 
long told contradictory stories to City Passen- 
ger Agent Griffin and the brokers about how 
he had come in session of the 
tickets, and as Ticket Broker Guinz- 
burg refused to talk about the matter for the 
present, there is a good deal of mystery, even 
t there is little crime. Another theory 
is that the railroad is ey trying 
to dispose of some tickets which they have 
little use for, which would appear highly im- 
probabie, but is related by a railroad man.

Fa ACT RETURNED YESTERDAY. 


George K. Tozer, Agent of the Missouri Fa- 
cific Railway Company at Hannibal, 
Mo., Made the Victim—Discriminations 
Against the Hayward Grocery Company 
on the Part of the Railroad in Favor of 
Chicago Shippers Alleged—What the In- 
dictment Charges—The Law to Be Tested. 


An Indictment was returned last evening by 


the Grand-jury of the Western Division of the 
Bastern District of Missouri into the United 
States District Court at Hannibal against 
George K. Tozer, agent for the Missouri Pacific 
Rall way Company at Hannibal. The indict- 
ment ls drawn under the interstate commerce 
act, and is the first one ever found under that 
act.” Heretofore merchants who have been 
discriminated against by railroads have con- 
tented themselves with appealing to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission for protection, 
and that body has called upon the roads 
to cease their discriminations. If the carriers 


neglect to do as the Commission directs, the 


latter can go into court and compel them to 
redress wrongs they are charged with 
having committed to one class of 
shippers for the benefit of another class. But 
the act also provides that the wronged ship- 
per may complain to a Grand-jary and secure 
the indictment ot any receiver, trustee, lessee, 
agent or person acting for or employed 
by the carrier by whom the act was violated,

WARNER'S CRIME. 

The crime for which Warner was hanged to- 
day was the murder of Frank Harris, a con- 
vict in the prison South at Jeffersonville. The 
killing occurred on April 15, 1887, and was 
most brutal and unprovoked. Warner was 
also an inmate of the institution at the time, 
and the two were employed inthe shoe-shop. 
On the day previously they had a quarrel 
about some trivial matter, and Warner an- 
nounced his intention of getting even. A 
few minutes before the cutting took place 
Warner was observed to g 

indstone with a shoe-knife 
hree inches long and grind 
to a razor-sharpness. After this, Warner 
started in the direction of Harris and as he 
passed McDonald Cheek, another convict in 
the same shop, made the remark that he was 
going to do that d— fellow up, pointing with 
the knife to Harris. Warner passed on down 
the aisle to Harris, and without a word of 
warning made a quick slash with the knife 
cutting bis neck on the right side for a dis- 
tance of eight inches and to a depth of over 
one inch, severing the external jugular vein. 
Harris lived until 11:30 o’clock that night 
when death ensued. He was a noted crimina 
and familiar to the police in several 
cities under the James 
Dunn, ‘‘Reddy, and In- 
dianapolis Red.“ serving a 
sentence of three years for grand larceny 
committed at Greencastle, Putnam County. 
Warner was tried at the October term of the 
Jeffersonville Circuit Court, and after being 
out several hours the jury returned a verdict 
of guilty and fixed the punishment at death. 
An appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, 
and on last Tuesday the sentence was finally 
confirmed. 

Warner’s career has been one of crime al- 
most since his infancy. He was born in 
Cincinnati, but his mother removed to Indian- 
apolis when he was a child. When he 
grew up he became so unmanageabie that he 
had to be sent to the Reformatory. He escaped 
atthe age of 15 and shot a policeman named 
Connelly, who attempted to arrest him, in- 
fiicting a dangerous wound. For this he 
served a five-year term in the Michigan Pity 
Ind.) prison. Thecrime for which he “was 
serving out a sentence of twenty-one years at 
the time of the last killing was the murder of 
Jacob Mandry at Vincennes, Ind., in 1883. 
Mand was a saloon-keeper 
killed him because he ejected him for dis- 
orderly conduct.

CHAIRMAN ROMAN SO DESCRIBES MANAGER 
TREDWAY’S TACTICS. 


The House Committee Considers the New 
Sprinkling Bill and Proposes Some Slight 
Changes—The Joint Committee of the 
Assembly and the Expiring Gas Investi- 
gatien—Municipal Matters. 


Manager Dwight Tredway of the Cable & 
Western Railway has adopted a new tactic. 
Last summer during the adjournment of the 
Municipal Assembly the company obtained a 
permit to lay a second track on the steam di- 
vision of the road from Vandeventer avenue 
to the Pompeli grounds. Under its terms the 
company bound itself to apply for an ordl- 
nance at the next session of the Assembly 


track and obligated itself to take up the track 
if the Assembly refused to pass the required 
ordinance. The bill was introduced, and some 
of the residents of that section of the city ap- 
pearing before the Railroad Committee 
of the House of Delegates claimed 
that the effect of the new Dill 
if passed in the shape in which the company 
proposed it, would be to nullify some of the 
obligations imposed upon the company by 
older ordinances. They also proposed that in 
consideration for this new franchise the com- 
pany should reduce the fare. An amend- 
ment ofthis kind was offered, but the com - 
mittee reviewing the case from the company’s 
standpoint did not report an amendment. 
The House, however, tacked them on and 
Delegate Stone, on the floor, speaking 
for the company said the bill would 
not be accepted with the fare amendment. 


The further consideration of the bill was post- 
poned, and on yesterday the patrons of the 
road were surprised to see a force of men 
tearing up the second track before final action 
has been taken on the bill. He announces 
that he is tired of lobbying at the City Hall, 
and proposes to let the people in the West 
End get the franchise if they want the ad- 
ditional facilities which he offers them. 

Chairman Phil Rohan ofthe Railroad Com- 
mittee of the Council had his attention 
directed to-day to the action of Manager 
Tredway, and said: ‘‘That’s baby play and it 
makes me tired. It is proposed to reduce the 
fare to five cents. Now, why shouldn’t it be 
reduced? One reason offered by these people 

that if the fares are reduced people 

will come out there, putting up $1,500 
shanties besides our 80.000 residencs. 
Jim Hardy, who was once a great 
advocate ofreduced fares wants to protect 
the exclusiveness of thatsection. Mr. Julius 
Walsh, with a more expensive power, hauls 
people to the six-mile house for 6cents on 
the Citizens’ line and pays the city $10,000 per 
annum, while the other company pays only

THE TORIES TROUBLED. 


PROBABLE INVESTIGATION OF THE EN- 
GLISH MILITARY AND NAVAL SERVICE. 


Mr, Smith’s Tame Response to Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill’s Charges—Russia’s Atti- 
tude Toward Sulgaria—The Sullivan- 
Mitchell Fight—An English Bark 
Wrecked—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, March 9.—Lord Churchill last even- 
ing made out a good case for an inquiry into 
the expenditure for national defenses, showed 
that what is called the remarkable army sys- 
tem of England is full of absurdities, and 
made effective comparisons with the German 
system, which is admitted to be the most per- 
fectin Europe. British taxpayers will proba- 
bly be surprised to learn that the officials of 
the War Office cost nearly three times as much 
as those of Germany, although the force they 
have to administer for is about one-ninth the 
number of Germany. Mr. Smith pledged the 
Government to an inquiry, but made so many 
limitations and spoke in such enigmatical lan- 
guage, that it was difficult to gather his real 
intention. 

LABOUCHERE’S RESOLUTION. 

Labouchere’s resolution against the con- 
tinued existence of the House of Lords comes 
on for discussion in the House of Commons 
to-day. Only the other day Hicks—Beach ex- 
pressed the conviction that the Tories would 
be wise to advocate the reform of the House 
of Lords, and the progress this democratic 
measure continues to makeis shown by the 
fact that the Times to-day, while recommend- 
ing that Labouchere’s resolution be negatived, 
declares that moderate men of both parties 
havea growing desire for a moderate and 
well-considered change. The 7imes’ article 
may only mean, however, that the Govern- 
ment is anxious to temporize in order net to 
alienate the Liberal-Unionists.

One day just before sunset, after a march of 
more than thirty miles through a very rugged 
and broken country, we came upon the line of 
pillars which marks the boundary line, Our 
officers called a halt, and heid a consultation. 
The trail proved that Sitting Bull and his 
men had passed out of the risdiction 
of the United States, and were safe from fur- 
ther pursuit. Butthe question to be decided 
was. what we ourselves should do, Night was 
fast approaching, horses and men were thor- 
oughly worn out and the nearest water in 
American territory was fifteen miles away. 
Our commander, therefore, decided to cross 
the line and camp on a stream some two miles 
north of it. It was, of course, a serious matter 
and might have gotten us into trouble, but 
the circumstances were such that every one 
was willing to risk it. We spent a aie night 
on British territory, but before daybreak the 
bugles awakened the command and we quietly 
slipped back to our own country. For some 
weeks we were Very anxious, as the British 
Government has always been extremely strict 
in the matter of the — of foreign troops 
appearing in its territo without permission, 
and we feared that unpleasant complications 
might arise. But nothing was ever heard 
of the matter, and suppose that 
our invasion was either not brovght to the 
attention of the authorities, or that, recog- 
nizing the situation of airs, they had de- 
cided not to take any notice of it. The inci- 
dent is only remarkable because it is, as far as 
I know, the only time thatan or anized body 
of United States troops ever stood on British 
soll since the war of 1812. The army has re- 
peatedly crossed the Mexican line in pursuit 
of Indians, sometimes directly in defiance of 
the protests of the Mexican Government, but 
never before nor since did we venture to try 
this upon the English. No results whatever 
followed, but our action might have led to se- 
rious diplomatic entanglement, as we knew 
ust what we were doing, and could not plead 
guorance as a defense.

A Landlady Tells an Interesting Story te the 
Teachers’ Committee — Scandalous Con- 
duct ot Two Colored Pedagogues—A Deep 
“Probing Investigatien—Instructors on the 
Ragged Edge of Anxiety—Director O’Con.- 
nell Says the Bad Must Go—A Prospective 


War on Married Teachers. 


The trembling apprehension into which 
Europe has been thrown by the death of 
Emperor William is not a patching to 
the state of consternation into which 
the colored school teachers of the 
city have been plunged by the investigation 
of immoral conduct now being pursued by the 
Teachers’ Committee, As the developments 
invoive both male and female pedagogues the 
consternation is widespread. Each one 
is giving his or her character an 
examination it never had before, and the 
presence of any spot is sufficient to cause the 
greatest uneasiness. The rumors against 
the character ef some of the col- 
ored teachers had become so general 
that several weeks ago the Teachers’ Oommit- 
tee decided to begin an investigation. Its in- 
quiries elicited at first information only along 
the line of rumor, but at the Wednesday even- 
ing’s investigation specific . 

CHARGES OF WRONG DOING 
were brought forward by witnesses. Although 
the committee tried to keep the revelations 
quiet, they had to get out. The reason is very 
plain. This is the flrat time the colored peo- 
ple have dared prefer charges against 
teachers of their own color, as 
in their community the school 


teacher is a person much looked up to. But 
as the Ir ot the school found themselves 
backed by the committee they began to do 
some very plain talking, and when once the 
colored population found that they were going 
to have a hand in the at work of reforming 
the schools, they caught the fever of the re- 
former and discussed the whole situation in 
ever widening circies of condemnation. 
THE COLORED TEACHERS 

whose characters are passing under the com- 
mittee’s microscope are two well-known in- 
structors of Carondelet and two in the cen 

rtion of the city. Against one of the Caron- 

elet teachers is lodged the complaint of 
uncleanliness in person and attire and a 
too frequent resort to the bottle. The 
other is accused of having but slight regard for 
female virtue. Heis accused of having led 
astray a girl, whom he was forced to marry 
and has now deserted. 

These charges were not as specificas those 
made by a colored landlady who keeps a 
boarding-house on Morgan street, near ir- 
teenth. She had a male and a female 
teacher boarding with her, and the ip in 
the neighborhood was so lively that the com- 
mittee loaned her its ears for a few minutes 
2 evening. She filled them full ofa 
story that is calculated to produce a decided 
impression among the colored people. 

LOOKED THROUGH THB KEYHOLE. 

She told the committee that the two teachers 
belonged to the same school. The male peda- 
gogue soon forgot that he bad a room of his 
own in the house and was a constant visitor in 
the room of the ladyteacher. She remon- 
strated with bim and told him people were be- 
ginning to talk. Hesaid that made nodifference 
that he had too much influence to care about 
what they said. Finally one night 
about midnight she heard some one 
womens the youre lady’s room, 
and looking throug the keyhole saw 
them in a compromising position. Shortly 
after that she had ordered them fro 
the house. This information 
startled the committee and 
Mrs. Patterson told of ber 
the committee at once had an extra wad of 
cotton — in the keyhole of its own door and 
pulled down the blinds.

SHIELDED BY HIGH POWERS. 

That was the most important testimony 
of Wednesday’s investigation, but evidence 
even more startling is promised as the com- 
mittee-room is bein overhauled by the 
official carpenter, who is stopping up all 
cracks in the doors and windows through 
which any of the stories might leak. 
The committee are said to have declared 
that they will to the bottom of this 
investigation if it takes all summer. Some 
members of the committee are said to be ve 
indignant over evidences that the accuse 
teachers are bel shielded by certain 9 
school authorities, who take occasion 
impeach the ve ty of the witnesses. The 
committee have demanded of the witnesses 
that they produce credentials establishing 
their character, and this they all have done. 
One witness, who is aleaderin this reform 
movement, had indorsements from Mayor 


Francis down. 
CAN’T STAND IT ANY LONGER. 

Speaking of the movement to age the 
colored teachers, one of the colored citizens 
who are coaching the committee, said: ‘‘This 
movement simply shows that we can’t stand 
the state of affairs any longer. We colored 
people must have the corruption in our 
schools ey 14 I don’t say all our teachers 
are bad. e have many of as teachers 
as any of the schools have, but there are a few 
who are using their positions as teachers to 
blast us and ourchildren, Some of these men 
teach our daughters until they grow up and 
they lead them astray, and they take our boys 
when they get old enough and turn them into 
gamblers. e have been silent under these 
— too long, because we were mistaken 
enough to believe an exposure would hurt the 
schools, but now we see we must do some- 
thing in justice to ourselves and the good and 
pure teachers, who are having their work 
ruined by these frauds.’’ 

There was something solemn about the man’s 
words. He spoke like one who is driven into

THE WILL OF MRS. DORCAS BENT CARR AD - 
, MITTED TO PROBATE. 


A Large Estate Distributed Among the 
Children—Judge Lubke Decides a Mining 
Expert’s Case—Verdicts of Juries in Dam- 
age Suite To-Day—Proceédings in As- 
signed Estates—Matters of Interest in 
Litigation. 


Letters of administration were granted to- 
day in the Probate Court to Dabney Carr and 
O. Bent Carr on the estate of Dorcas Bent Carr, 
widow of the late Wm. C. Carr. The estate is 
valued at $70,000. The will with three cod- 
icile was admitted to probate. The will 
bears date June 5, 1883. It recites that 
prior to the making of the will the testatrix 
had advanced money to her sons, Dabney 
Carr, $19,768.95; O. Bent Carr, $17,834.35; 
Robert 8. Carr, $10,166.83; and such advance- 
ments were to stand as charges against the 
share of each until liquidated. Section 4 pro- 
vided that the estate should be distributed 
among the four children, Dabney Carr, 
©. Bent Carr, Robert 6. Carr and 
Eugenia O. Phillips. In the apportiOnment 
no interest was to be charged for the advances 
referred to above. All the personal property 
likewise was to be distributed equally among 
the four children named above. Capt. Silas 
Bent, brother of the testatrix, was appointed 
trustee for Eugenia C. Phillips. 

A codicil executed September 15, 1887, ap- 
points OC. Bent Carr trustee for the daughter in 
place of Capt. Bent, deceased. A further 
codicil directs that the advancements referred 
to are to be deducted from the realty interest 
alone, and no partisto be deducted from the 
personalty. Any deficit is to be erased. 


The Siebert Claims. 


The case of Louisa Siebert against Charles 
Siebert, involving a wife’s claim against a 
husband, is set for trail to-day before Judge 
Valliant. .Mrs. Siebert alleges that she was 


married to Charles Siebert in October, 1886, 
and that prior to the marriage she had served 
him in the eapacity of housekeeper from 
June 4, 1885, at the rate of $10 per month. She 
alleges that her wages were never paid to her, 
and judgment ig sought against Siebert for 3160. 
For a further cause of action, Mrs. Siebert al- 
leges that she made a loan of $100 to Siebert 
prior to her marriage, and judgment is 
asked against him in respect of that loan. It 
is further alleged that Siebert gave her a buggy 
valued at $85, some furniture valued at $40 and 
a certificate of membershi,p in Progress Lodge, 
K hts and Ladies of Honor, but that in 
Autust, 1887, be deserted her and took all 
those things away, wherefore judgment is 
asked forthe value of the same$ll5. An an- 
swer is entered in behalf of Siebert, denying 
all these allegations. 


A Mining Expert’s Suit. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision in 
the case of John G. Kelly against the Legal 
Tender Mining & Milling Company and others. 
The Court gives a judgment for plaintiff 
against defendant, the Legal Tender Mining 
& Milling Company, for $163.38, and judgment 


In 
this case. Mr. Kelly sued the

of its directors for $600, balance of $800 claimed 
to be due him for services which he was to 
render in June last in making examination of 
the mining property, which was located near 
his summer home in Colorado.

cover against the Directors. Damages were 
assessed as above. Prima facie, the contract 

rice is the measure of damages, but this may 

e overcome by the defendants by showing 
that the plaintiff was not damaged sd much. 
The Court followed the rulings of the Supreme 
Court in the assessment. 


Verdicts of Juries. 


The jury in the damage suit of John Wor- 
heide against the Missouri Car & Foundry 
Company brought In a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff fur $1,750. 

The jury in the suit of George W. Wilson 
against the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Com- 
pony, a claim for property lost ina sleeping 
ear, brought in a verdict in Judge Seddon’s 
court for the plaintiff in tha sum of $670. 

The jury in the suit of the Todd Tobacco 
Company against Benjamin Von Phul and 
others gave a verdict and judgment in favor 
of the plaintiff’s for $1, 50 cents against each 
defendant.

ctober 15, 1886, for $600. Mrs. Lissner took 


possseston and Mrs. Howes took 
he rent and everything seemed to have 
one on 1 right until after Mrs. 


issner left. n looking into the china 
closet—the place was let rurnished—the fact 
was discovered, as Mrs. Howes avers, that 
two champagne goblets were missing. This 
incited further inquisitorial examination and 
revealed the additional fact that in the course 
of Mrs. Lissner’s temporary housekeeping, 
sundry breakfast and dinner plates had fol- 
lowed thelong line of crockery from both 
urban and rural residences. 

Mrs. Howes further discovered to her hor- 
rorthat her fly-machine, an ingeniously 
seductive contrivance infinitely — assing 
the alluring wiles of the spider for drawing 
into its meshes the innocent and unsuspecting 
ay. for which she paid $%, was a total wreck. 
This evidently made Mrs. Howes indignant 
but even that might have been forgiven had 
she not been told that her summer tenant had 
inexcusably poached upon her poultry pre- 
serves, and with courteous prodigality loaded 
her table with the fricasseed forms of hercher- 
ished Cochins and toothsome ducks. Last in 
the list was the information that her horse 
had been driven in her absence till he had be- 
come lame and worth little more than to be 
used as a skeleton on which to suspend the 
familiar equine legend, No time here. 

THE BILL OF DAMAGES.

In substantiating the allega- 
tions in Mrs. Howes’ complaint her son, 
Ferdinand A. Howes, was calied to the stand. 
He said that his mother’s horse was left there 
to pasture, but that Mrs. Lissn@ drove him 
unshod and made him lame. e fact was 
also stated that when Mrs. jLissner entered 
In possession there were 125 chickens onthe 
place and 67 ducks, but at the end of three 
months only 85 chickens and 40 ducks sur- 
vived. It was also stated that when Mrs. 
Lissner went away she took with her five 
barrels of potatoes, five barrels of apples 
and pears, and one barrel of pumpkins and 
carrots. The stableman, Wm. Hemmin, fur- 
nished many of the statistics. Mrs. Lissner 
testified that she knew nothing about the 
broken crockery. She acknowledged taking 
away the vegetables and fruit mentioned, 
but said she was told te take ali she 
pleased,

The Customs That Are in Vogue in Their 
0 Civil and Religious Lifg. 


From the Woman's World for March. 

The Greek women of the upper class are gen- 
erally clever, well-bred, well-informed and 
might rivalin accomplishments, culture and 
conversatianal powers their sisters in the 
West. And the Greek ladies of The Phanar’’ 
at Constantinople have for centuries been re- 
nowned for their ability and requirements. 

The advantages of education are, however, 


by no means restricted to the upper class, for 
not only in the towns, but in almost every 
village where their is aGreek community, 
schools have been founded in which the in- 
struction given to giris rangee from the 
simplest elementary lessons to ancient Greek, 

chology and mathematics. 

ere the children of the rich and poor sit 
side by side in the same ciass, a practice 
which I am assured rather tends to elevate 
the tone of the children of the people 
than to deteriorate the manners of the bet- 
ter bred. The teachers in these rural schools 
are often young women from Athens who 
have jeft home and country to Improve the 
condition of their less favored countrywomen 
in Turkey, and are in return idolized by the 
scholars and their mothers, 

The life of women of the shopkeeper and ar- 
tisan classes in the towns is still very secluded, 
as it is considered an impropriety to be seen 
much out of doors, especially for young giris, 
who must always be accompanied by their 
mothers or some elderly relative. All occupa- 
tion in shops is forbidden to them, nor, unless 
compelled to by sheer necessity, will they 
leave home and take lervice with others. 
Some occupy themselves with needlework, 
lace-making, embroidery end the home man- 
ufagture of various small articles; but itis 
only in the silk-growing districts of Asia Minor 
that they are employed in the factories. 

The most striking faults in the Greek wo- 
man’s character are her vanity, fondness for 
dress and — 7 and jealousy ot the better 
ciroumstances of her neighbors. The spirit of 
ambitious rivalry is often carried to such ex- 
cess that the real comforts of home life are 
sacraficed to it, and many live poorly and 
dress meanly at home in order to display a 
well-furnished drawing-room and expensive 
tollettes to the public. They are, however 
very domesticated, make devoted wives an 
fond if not always judicions mothers. 

Family affection is, perhaps, the noblest 
trait in the Greek character. Nowhere else, I 
think, does one ste fraternal love so strongly 
developed, nor the women of a family 80 
tenderly cared for. Should the father die the 
brothers take his place; and so long as a sister 
of marriageable age remains unportioned and 
unwed, they will not think of taking a wife 
themselves. 

It is customary among the Greeks fora girl’s 
parents to seek asuitable husbaud for her, 
either — or through the agency 
of a Proxenetra. The ride is dow- 
ered according to her station and pre- 
sented with an ample trousseau, stock of 
household linen, etc., which have been in 
preparation for her for years past. The Ar- 
ravon or betrothalis a formal ceremony. It 
took place in the presence of the relatives of 
the contracting parties, and is considered al- 
most as binding as marriage itself. The 
Greek wedding ceremonies are too numerous 
toadmitofa description here, and are at- 
tended with quain® old customs and domes- 
tic rites, varying according to locality, which 
have their origin in the remotest antiquity. 

Though the Greek women in the towns have 
almost entirely discarded their picturesque 
national costumes, they are still worn in the 
country. In some districts’ these costumes 
bear a great resemblance to those of the Bul- 
garians, though without their gaudiness of 
color} In others they consist generally ofa 
skirt of brightly-striped stuff and an em- 
breidered cloth jacket, while for out-of-door 
wear a fur-lined pelisse is added. The hair is 
braided into numerous tresses, and sur- 
mounted by a small red cap decorated with 
gold and silver coins similar te those worn as 
a necklace, 

A Greek peasant girl takes an active part in 
household duties, and helps to spin, card, 
wind and weave or knit the wool, flax and silk 
used for the garments of the family. She 
leads her father’s flock tc pasture, and, un- 
der the title of Voskopoula, steals the heart of 
shepherd swains, and is by them immortalized 
in rustic song. On Sundays and feast days 
she rests from her toil, and, with ber com- 
panions, dances the antique syrto, or long 
drawn dance on the village green. 

If there is more than one daughter in a 
peasant’s family she is sent out to service in 
some neighboring town. Very frequently, if 
the girl is well conducted, and especially 
shoulg she happen to be an orphan, she is 
adopted as a member of the family into which 
she entered as a psycho-paina or soul 
child.’’ In that case, if still young, she is 
sent to school for a year or two, is clothed and 
eared for. She receives no wages, but when 
she arrives at the age of 25 or 26 she is dowered 
and married from the house of her adoption.

ICICLE WINS. 


Ice Yacht Races for the Championship of the 
United States. 


By Telegraph to the PoOsT-DISPATCH. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. I., March 9.—The great 
ice yacht contest for the championship of 
America was called for 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning, but owlf#g to a delay occasioned by 
amishap tothe scud the start was not made 
until 12:44. 

While the Hudson River Club was awaiting 
the arrival of the Scud there wasan impromptu 


race between the Avalanche, Icicle and St. 
Nicholas. The Avalanche won lad min. 80 
sec., with the Icicle second. 

At 12:20 Commodore John Roosevelt called 
the boats in line. Inthe drawing for places 
the Scud had the choice and took 
the windward position. The Avalanche was 
next, then the icicle, St. Nicholas and North- 
ern Lightin the order given. There was a 
stiff northwesterly breeze and the racers as 
they stood in readiness for the start presented 
apretty sight. The word was given by Com- 
modore Roosevelt and the start was made in 
the following order: Northern Light, owned 
and sailed by Dr. J. C. Barron; St. Nicholas, 
owned and sailed by Mr. P. C. Rodgers; Icicle, 
owned by Mr. John F. Roosevelt and sailed by 
Mr. Norman Wright; Avalanoe, owned by Mr. 
E. H. Sandford and sailed by Mr. T. Smith; 
Scud, owned by the Shrewsbury Club and 
sailed by Mr. J. B. Weaver. 

As they pushed toward the north buoy, the 
St. Nicholas passed to the front. The Scud 
on the first tack sailed too close to the east 
bank and lost ground. The first turn of the 
home buoy was made as follows: st. Nicho- 
las, 12 h. 55 min. 48 sec.; Icicle, 12 h. 55 min. 
56 sec.; Scud, 12 h. 56 min. 24 sec.; Avalanche, 
12 h. 6 min. 46sec. The Northern Light came 
down third, but as she approached the buoy a 
westerly gust caught her and Dr. Barron was 
afraid to throw her up in the wind to go 
around, so he went about the other way and 
almost lost control of his boat, but, fort- 
unately, the wind eased just in time to save 
him from running into several men who stood 
near the mark with time-keepers, among them 
being Mr. Sandford and Mr. osevelt. 

The upper stake was reached in the order in 
which the boats turned the lower one, but as 
the St. Nicholas attempted to go about she 
was capsized, but no one was injured. This 
mishap gave the lead to thelcicie. The sec- 
ond turn was made—iIcicle, 1h. 6 min. 50 sec. ; 
Scud, 1 h. 9 min.14 sec. The Avalanche’s 
rudder was disabled and she was withdrawn. 
This left the Icicle alone to defend the pen- 
nant, and she did so handsomely, turning the 
home stake at 1 h. 29 min. 50 sec., with the 
Boud two miles away, which finished at 1h. 
25 min. @sec. The course was from off Roose- 
velt’s Point toa buoy two miles north, near 
the west shore. They sailed it four times, 
ae a distance of about twelve or thirteen

They ought to have drawn their salaries, they 
say, from the moment oftheir arrival here, 
and they state that Mr. Stanton so far recog- 
nized the justice of their claim as to promise 
them Sl each by way of compromise, which 
promise, they aver, he falled to keep. 

On the other hand Mr. Stanton said just be- 
fore his departure for Europe that the fault 
lay withthe grumblers themselves, who had 
taken a steamer from the other side earlier 
than the one specifically designated and for 
which tickets had been sent to them. Of 
course they arrived here before rehearsals had 
commenced. 

Besides, our contracts always read that 
the engagement commences on a certain date, 
it being * I for us to name the exact 
day when the first rehearsal will take place. 
Mr. Stanton did not appear to be in fear of 
the personal violence threatened nor to be- 
lieve thatthe boycott would prove very ef- 
ficacious.
